Smith to meet Vorster 
on Rhodesia 


T ‘op issue is Sithole’s arrest 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). — Rhode- 
sian Prime Minister Ian Smith and 
three cabinet ministers are expected 
to hold talks this weekend with 
South African Prime Minister John 
Vorater. : 

Smith ‘was expected to fly to 
South .Africa yesterday and meet 
with Vorster in Cape Town ‘to dis- 
cuss the current Rhodesian situation. 

There has been no official confirm- 
ation of the talks, but “The Rand 
Daily Mail” reported the leaders will 
discuss the: arrest of a prominent 
Rhodesian black nationalist leader, 
the Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole. 

South African Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Hulgard Muller said he could 
not comment on reports the talks 
would be held this weekend. The 
“Mail also reported that Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa, leader of the Af- 
rican National Council (ANC) in 
Rhodesia, will travel to Zambia to- 
morrow for talks with President 
Kenneth Kaunda. 

Kaunda and Vorster have been the 
prime movers behind efforts to reach 
8 peaceful settlement between Afri- 
cans and the whites in the former 
British colony. The arrest of Sithole, 
charged with plotting to assassinate 
rival. African nationalists, has jeo- 
pardized the current talks between 


the Rhodesian Government and Af- 
rican nationalists. 

In Salisbury, the Rhodesian Gov- 
vernment yesterday published a se- 
ries of allegations to support its de- 
tention of Sithole, leader of the 
Zimbabwe African National Union 
(Zanu) faction of the ANC. 

A government statement said 

for the detention were 
handed to Sithole’s legal represen- 
tatlves on Friday. 

In addition to the known allega- 
tion that he plotted the assassina- 
tion of influential African politicians 
whom he believed to be a stumbling 
block in the aims of Zanu, the gov- 
ernment statement listing other al- 
legations included these: — That he 
‘was president of Zanu, an unlawful 
organization, — That he was com~- 
mander-in-chief of Zanu's militant 
wing, the Zimbabwe African Na- 
tional Liberation Army (Zanla). —

aims of Zanu, — That he refused to 
countenance the cease-fire agree- 
ment reached In Lusaka. —That he 
continued to pursue and support Za- 
nu’'s political objectives. by violence.

Saudi Arabia, the world’s largest 
oil exporter, which produces 82 mil- 
lion barrels of crude oil daily, has 
been complaining that inflation and 
continuing depreciation of the dol- 
lar were offsetting much of the 


gains resulting from oil .price in- 
creases. 

The statement said comprehensive 
studies of the riyal’s position and 
its relations to the dollar had “reaf- 
firmed it is not In the interest of 
Saudi Arabia to maintain a fixed re- 
lationship between the riyal and any 
otber single currency. Consequently 
it was decided that to preserve the 
stability of the riyal it must be tied 
to a group of major currencies and 
that the Special Drawing Rights was 
the ideai group," it added. 

“Each of the 16 currencies form- 
ing the Special Drawing Rights have 
at least a one per cent share in the 
total world exports, and five major 
currencies — the dollar, the pound 
sterling, the French franc, the Ger- 
man mark and the Japanese yen — 
carry more than 70 per cent of the 
weight of the Special Drawing 
Rights,” the statement said. 

In Beirut, the Middle East News 
Agency reported that Kuwalt yes- 
terday suspended indefinitely all 
foreign exchange transactions with 
the U.S, dollar, citing its continuing 
instability on world markets. 

The news agency, in a dispatch 
from Kuwait, quoted finantcial 
sources as saying Kuwait had no 
revaluations plans for its currency, 
the dinar, for the time being.

Arabs now moving into 
the oil-tanker business 


ABU DHABI, United Arab Emi- 
rates (AP}. — This tiny Persian 
Guif sheikhdom has just bought its 
first oil tanker, in a drive by wealthy 
oll countries to build up their 
fleets while tanker prices are low. 

“The people who are suffering 
in the tanker business are those 
who have no crude oil,” said Mah- 
moud Kruha, general manager of 
the Abn Dhabi National ΟἹἹ Co. 
“We have crude oll and it makes, 
better sense to ‘transport it in our 
own ‘tanker fleet.” 

‘With thet in mind, Kruha has 
bought the 269,000-ton tanker: “Α1- 
Dhafra” (“Victorious”) for $34.75m. 
— considered a bargain. The deal 
makes Abu Dhabi the eighth Arab 
oil country to take possession of 
a tanker.
